HEAVY UAINFALL 


The tremendous downpour of rain 


on Friday, Saturday, Sunday and Mon- 
day broke all records in Newport for 
many years, the total rainfall of the, 
four days being well over six inches, 


'. and bringing thev total precipitation 
.for the month well up toward'.ten 
inches, something almost unheard of. 


• As a result of the constant rain the 
ponds have been several inches above 
high water mark and the surplus wag 


1 turned into the spillways. Low places 
all over the city were flooded, streets 
were washed, arid considerable dam- 
age was done to cellars. 


Monday 'morning there was a bad 


washout on the .railroad, just above 
the Tivcrton Station, so that on the 
early morning schedule passengers 


• had to be transferred between Fall 
River and Tiyerton by automobiles. 
Before noon, however, the damage 
was repaired and traffic was resumed 
very promptly. 


The rainy week-end was a great 


blow to all resorts, as the largest 
crowds of the season were expected 
at all places along the coast. 


Newport is now down to but'one

Next Monday will be Labor Day,

Their little vlllnge reminded 
Vespucci of Venice; so they called the

Remarkable Upheaval Said to Be With- 


out Precedent In History of 


British Eail Africa. 


The bursting of a swamp 22 mller 


froiu .Nairobi, writes the London Dally 
Jlnll corrt'siwndent, Is without prece- 
dent In the history of the liritlsh oc- 
cupnilim of Kenya colony, formerly 
British East Africa. Where once was 
a pladd swamp covered with papyrus 
grass, there Is now n permanent valley 
with u turbulent river, flowing down, ' 
Ihe center. 


In jhe swamp was a floating papy- 


rus mattress ninny feet thick nnd with ' 
about 20 feet of wuter beneath. Em- , 
bankmeiils were made nnd 'a brldgo . 
erected carrying the road across tho 
swamp, nnd when the'Thtka railroad 
was constructed a substantial bridge 
was also erected across this swamp' 
at a point n few hundred yards below 
the road bridge. 


Now many squnre miles of swamp 


water huvo been released. The effect 
was a break-up of the pupyrus like ths 
smashing of n log Jain. Tho weight of 
tho wutcr wiped out tho miiln and 
minor road bridges and seriously dam- 
nged the railway bridge, cutting off 
from civilization tho whole of the huge 
agricultural area of the Kenya prov- 
M9 around, ^ouul Kenya.

which arc tielng conducted by forest- 
trs of the IOWH agricultural experi- 
ment station, justify ihe belief that 
Ihe tar can be utilized. 


Water gas tnr, ft by-product of arti- 


ficial gas plants, Is niuc'h cheaper than 
creosote. The purpose of the experi- 
ments Is to determine whether or not 
the tar can be successfully used In a 
mixture with the creosote anil In wliat 
proportions to give the best results. 


The economic value 6f the preserva- 


tive treatment of posts has been dem- 
onstrated In many cases, says G. B 
MacDonald, head of the forestry de 
parlment at the college. 
Cre«sotlng 


will lengthen the life uf posls of any 
kind of wood, but It Is especially valu- 
able with soft woods. 


Tests have shown that such soft 


woods 
as 
willow 
and 
cottonwood, 


which last only three or four years If 
untreated, will serve ns posts for from 
20 to 2,1 years when treated. 
This 


fact makc.1 possible the utilization hy 
the farmer of woods of Ihls kind on 
(he farm which would otherwise be 
practically useless. 


It Is practicable, Mr. MacDonatd 


points out, for a farmer to set out a 
small 
plantation

trees, such as the cottonwood, and In 
five or six years have the start of a 
permanent supply of posts. It Is estl-

every, year. A considerable saving can

Two methods of.creosoting posts are. 


recommended'by Mr. MacDonald, one' 
In which one tank Is used and another 
which reqnlres two tanks. In the first 
method poats are put Into the creosote 
tank with [he creosote, at a high tem- 
perature, and are'allowed to .c,ooj In 
the same tank. When two tanks'are 
used.the posts are transferred, after 
their bath In the hot creosote, to the 
other tank, which contains cold creo- 
sote. 


On medium-sized farms, where 100 


or' more posts are needed annually, a 
satisfactory treating tank, made of 
galvanized Iron, about M Inches In di- 
ameter and 48 Inches high, can be pur-; 
chased for about $10.

Climate Affects Civilisation. 


Marking on a map of the world the 


areas where climate was most favor- 
able to human effort. Professor Ells- 
worth Huntlngtou, of Yale unlversily, 
called them zones of climate energy. 
Delving Into history, he then plotted 
a map of civilization, and found that 
the two maps coincided. 
His con- 


clusion was that "climate has a great 
Influence on health, and Its action on 
civilization In this way probably Is 
greater than Its direct effect or than 
the Indirect results arising through 
6grfcnlture or food." 


Professor 
nuntlngton 
took 
the 


records of pieceworkers In Pittsburgh 
factories and students at West Point 
and Annapolis and found that both 
physical, and mental work varied In 
nsrmony with the weather. 
He found 


tbat the death rate also fluctuated 
seasonably according to the weather, 
lie therefore concluded that no high 
civilization Is possible In the tropical 
regions, or where weather conditions 
are adverse. No high accomplishment 
was held possible where temperature 
an-1 humidity are unfavorable.
